IMP. QUEEN OF BEAUTY—-Calved Dec. 6, 1869, and import- 
ed in July, 1871, by Shaw & Dryden of Ontario, Canada. She wes 
bred by Amos Cruickshank of Sittyton, Scotland, and is of the 
same foundation as his noted Orange Blossoms. Sanders’ History 
says: ‘‘Queen of the South was one of the greatest cows of her day 
in all Scotland.’” She was a roan of splendid flesh and substance. 
She won first prize at the Royal Northern in 1862, and the So- 
ciety’s medal as the best animal at the show. One of the best of 
all the latter day Scotch sires, William of Orange, owned by Mr. 
Marr, is of this family. There are no better individuals or bet- 
ter bred Scotch Short-Horns in America than some of the descend- 
ants of Imp. Queen of Beauty.
